in the «chools throughout the state,! 
it is well now and then to place spe- j 
cial emphasis upon the importance of 
the subject, and It is hoped that all* 
concerned will bear in mind the re­ 
quest of the American Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals.”
